With the highest percentage of 
Belmont’s registered voters going to 
the polls for any annual town elec- 
tion since that of 1939, Selectman 
| Charles R. Betts swamped two rival 
candidates Monday to win a second 
term, while Mrs. Gwendolyn K. 
Nickels and Secretary Peter Stengel 
gained re-election to the School 
Committee by a narrower margin in 
weathering the challenge of Mrs.| 
Gertrude F. McManus. 

Carrying every precinct without 
difficulty, Mr. Betts received 3,520° 
votes, to 1,144 for the runner-up, 
Edward J. Doherty, Harvard Lawn 
attorney. The third candidate for 
‘Selectman, Arthur J. Shinners, Jr., 
Boston newspaperman, who touched 
off the principal political fireworks 
of last week-end by injecting the 
Hatch Act and its application to two 
members of the local rationing 
board into the campaign, trailed 
| with 576 votes. : | 

Intensive campaigning by Mrs. , 
McManus in her first bid for town 
Office resulted in her polling the 
substantial total of 2,500 votes. The | 
two re-elected School Committee! 

‘members, however, still had comfort- | 
able margins of victory. Mr. Sten-_ 
, gel’s total was 3,310 and that of Mrs. 
Nickels 3,032. Mr. Stengel ran first 
in-every precinct except Precinct 3, 
which gave Mrs. McManus the high- 
est vote, and in Precinct 7, where 
the surprising results showed Mrs. 
Nickels in first place with Mr. Sten- 
gel also running ahead of Mrs. Mc- 
| Manus. 


| In the only other contest Police 
Lieutenant Harry A. Carey, Patrol- 
man John J. Durham, Percival J.

Mr, Mensfield has just shown me your letter to him dated March 2nd, 
and I have read all the contents with considerable interest. It was a great 
shock to a11 of us here at the home office when Miss Davis died so suddenly. 
We knew she was quite i11 but when the news came out of a clear sky, it was 
a greet shock to us all, The funeral services were held at the Waterman 
Funeral Parlors on Comzonwealth Avenue and there must have been over 35 from 
the home office and several of the district superintendents, 


The news of your progress is intensely interesting and I hope that 
your progress in the days to come will be as fine as it has been since you 
first wont to Atlantic City. 


There is not a great deal of news at the home office, Things go 
on pretty much the same, A few times we have been on narrow ice with little 
or no fuel o11 to heat the building, In fact, there was one tire when we 
were down te the bottom of the tank and the new supply did not arrive until 
after nine o'clock in the morning? A day or two before, a truck had come 
at an odd hour end put a few gallons of fuel oi] down into the old tank which 
is not usable now, All this has been a source of greet worry and confusion 
to Mr, Mansfield andi your brother David. 


A few weeks ago Miss Harriet Chandler was married to a young neval 
aviator, and I assume she is now in Florida with him, 


My second boy, David, who enlisted in the Air Corps Resorve, was 
called to service on January 3lst. He went to Atlartic City but wasn't as 
fortunate as you were and had no bathroam with a marble tub and orchid and 
blue wille. He said he was at some hotel that was pretty bueh of » dump. 
They walked his feet off and for several weeks his feet were covered with 
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blisters. Then he want to North Carolina for just a few days, end the next 
thing we knew he was at Buffalo, New York, where he is now at Pre-Flight 
training. About two weeks ago he received a mark of 115 and led the squadron 
which he is in, which is composed of 1200 men. My oldest boy, John, is still 
at home on sick leave with high blood pressure, 


We just had a letter from Walter Benjamin who was sent to Florida 
for en advanced course, and a postal card said he is on his way now to 
Harvard for study. He also has foot trouble. How are your feet? 


As you know, the home office building has been closed Saturdays 
all through the winter to save fuel oi], I don't know what we will do when 
the weather gets warmer. 


We had another blackout test all throughout Massachusetts last 
Sunday night. They changed the signals once again and once again everybody 
got all balled up and put off their lights too early or put them on too soon, 
but it gave all our air reid wardens a chance to work out their whistles, 


Everett Lane’s pig, named "Grunt", went to the slaughter house 
about two weeks ago and has now been cut up into all kinds of delicacies, 
Everett Lane helped out in the butchering and took a small slice off the 
end of one of his fingers} 


I certainly hope that you get a furlough soon and that some nice 
spring day you will come walking into the home office. You will get a 
bigger reception and hear louder applause than were received by Madame Chiang 
Kai Chiek entered Congress or when Franklin D, rode along the African sands 
in a jeepe 


So far the Office of War Information has issued no communique 
whatsoever as to the whereabouts of one Byron Wright. To date he is the

Armstrong of Plymouth Congrega-_ 
tional Church. Jay R. Benton, for-
